CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS. 

Houses of Worship Rendered Beautiful by the 
Uoft I'ingers of tho Lady Members. 

CHRIST OHUROH CATHEDRAL. 
Tho ducorutiona this year have boon 
oirectetl, as usual, by u committee of zeal- 
ous latlioa of tho pariah, and reiloct great 
credit upon their taste, though neces- 
sarily leas elaborate than usual owing to 
tho shortness of time at their disposal. 
Tho rood-screen, consisting of a fret of 
laurel and japonica, surrounded by tho 
text, "The Word was made tlosh and dwelt 
among UB," waa designed and carried out 
by Miss Crease. The pulpit' in panels of 
moss bordered by holly, with designs in 
Hcarlet berries, is by Alra. Berkeley and 
the Misses Ward. The font has been 
beautifully decorated by Mrs. LI. Kent 
and Mis. Philip |JohtiBon, the altar rails, 
wreaths of ivy and scarlet berries, by Misa 
Nelson, and tho choir stalls by tho Mibscs 
Drake. The chancel has boon perma- 
nently re-decorated and tho reredos re- 
gilded, vory effectively, by Mr. Lettice. 
Wo understand the entire church ia shortly 
to bo completed in tho same stylo. Tho 
pillars and windows have been tastefully 
wreathed with ivy and fir by tho choir 
boys, Masters Johnston, Kurtz, Berkeley 
and Carter. The following ia the Xmas 
music at 11 o'clock service : —

st. Andrew's it. o. cathedral. 
The decorations ill St. Andrew's Cath- 
edral are confined to tho sanctuary, the 
work being done by Mrs. A. E. 15. Davio, 
Mrs. T. J. Burnes, Alias Skinner, Miss 
McDowell and MissMcNiffo. One of tho 
side altars have been removed, and in its 
placo is a representation of tho rustic 
stable at Bethlehem, with tho infant 
Josus in the crib, and the shepherds ador- 
ing. Tho group are surrounded by a pro- 
fusion of cedar boughs, and tho scene is 
illuminated by wax candles. Tho main 
altar is beautifully dressed with flowers, 
ferns, grasses and scores of candles, which, 
when illuminated make it a dazzling blaze 
of light. Holly, berries, mosses and 
grasses aro also used in decorating the 
altar on the right-hand side, tho entire, 
sanctuary being prettily dressed and pre- 
senting a very pleasing effect. Christinas 
was ushered in last night at 12 o'clock by 
tho colobration of a solemn high mass, 
Rev. Father Mandart boing celebrant. 
The sacred odilice was crowded with wor- 
shippers, and tho music was of a high 
order, being under tho leadership of Mr. 
E. A. McC^uado. Rev. Father Le Terme 
delivered a sermon appropriate to tho fes- 
tival, the ceremonies being brought to a 
close by the choir singing the beautiful 
Christmas hymn, "Adesto Fidelos." Mass 
will also be celebrated at break of day, at 
8 a.m., and at 10:30 a.m., and the usual 
vespers will bo sung at 7 p.m. 

.sT. john'b church. 

As each succeeding Christmas comes 
round with its happiness and merriment, 
its good feeling and good cheer, tho 
churches aro by loving hands converted 
into leafy bowers, where the dark green 
foliago of the holly and the pine are 
twined together, and their woodland fra- 
grance rises its nature's own incense to the 
throne of Him who was born on that first 
Christinas Day. St. John's Church is one 
of the most pleasant sights to be seen in 
Victoria on Christmas morning. The la- 
dies have always been roady and willing 
to lend their services in beautifying tho 
interior of tho pretty little church, and 
tliia year their efforts have made the tom- 
plo particularly beautiful; the festoons of 
laurel, holly and pines being arranged in 
so artistic a manner as to at once claim 
the attention and win the admiration, by 
tho novel and graceful arrangements. At 
the back of the chancel four shields of 
crimson cloth, to match the new hangings, 
proclaim tho glad tidings that Christ came 
to toll. The chancel is hung with fes- 
toons of laurel, pine and holly, tastefully 
intertwined. The new pulpit of oak and 
mahogany, seen for the first time by tho 
congregation on Sunday last, is also draped 
with laurel, while tho rails and the sides 
of the church aro draped with green, har- 
monizing with tho othor decorations. 
Ths arches and pillars, chandeliers and 
font, aro wreathed and festooned with 
laurel, holly and native pine; the windows 
aro decked with fragrant green, with a 
neatly framed text under each; and every- 
where the work of the decorators charms 
tho eye, by its artistic grace and holiday 
cheerfulness. 

reformud episcopal church. 

The Christmas decorations at this 
church wero entrusted to Mrs. W. J. 
Macdonald, Mrs. Dennis Harris, Mrs. 
Hicks, Mrs. Young, the Misses -Macdon- 
ald, Miss Cridgo, MiBa Higgins, Mia» 
Langlcy, Miss Pomberton and others; 
and right well have they completed thoir 
tasteful task. All tho door and window 
casings aro fringed with overgreon, tho 
window sills boing converted into banks 
of moss, ornamented with sprigs of holly 
and fjtiny bunches of scarlet berries. No 
littlo skill has been displayed on tho 
pulpit and font'. Tho ground-work is 
snow-white, heavily frosted, with neat 
trimming of holly, cedar and scarlet hur- 
ries, in the centre of the front panel of 
the pulpit being tho words " P«aco on 
earth," tho letters formed of evergreen. 
Groat tasto, also, has been evinced in tho 
arrangement of sprays of holly, bunches 
of scarlet berries and choice mosses and 
grasses on tho reading desk. Tho choir 
stalls aro Bet oir with a neat network of 
bright, green, tho chancel rails, lectorn, 
and rerodos boing similarly adorned. In 
front of the chancel an ornamental screen 
haB been erected, which i» covered with 
ovorgreen, bunches of bright scarlet ber- 
ries being placed at intervals, the whole 
making a vory pretty picture, and being 
creditable in the highest degree to tho 
ladies and to Mr. Hargreaves and othor 
gentlemen, who rendered valuable assist- 
ance. 

ST. jameh' church. 

Simplicity and quiet elegance aro tho 
characteristics of tho decorations at St. 
James' Church. In quantity, perhaps, 
St. .rames' is a little behind, but tho un- 
usual beauty of the Moral display cannot 
fail to be marked by all. Two large and 
magnificent boquets, in which Oala lilies 
aro prominent, aro placed upon tho altar, 
whilo the altar rail, tho walls and the 
seats in tho chancel, are festooned with 
bright groen foliage, in which might be 
soon tho bright scarlet berries of the hol- 
ly and tho mountain ash. Tho lectorn 
and reading desk are tastefully decorated 
in tho same manner, as well as tho chan- 
deliers and windows in tho body of tho 
church. Tho font is litorally one mass of 
beautiful flowers and twining ivy, Cala 
lilies and chrysanthemums forming the 
principal portion of tho beautiful Bower 
pioco. Thodecorafions harmonize through- 
out, and tho littlo church presents a vory 
protty picture this Christmas morning.

Prorogation of Parliament — Text of 
the Queen's Speech Read in 
the House of Lords.

Parliament I'rorogueil. 

London, Dec. 24. — Parliament pro- 
rogued to-day till .January Hist. The 
members of both houses assembled in tho 
house of lords, where tho Queen's speech 
was read. The speech declared England's 
foreign relations continued friendly. It, 
expressed regret that tho fisheries con- 
vention with tho United States had not 
commended itaolf to tho judgment of the 
American senate. The speech continued: 
"Temporary arrangements, however, 
which have been adopted, will, 1 trust, 
prevent any immediate inconvenience 
arising from this decision. The conven- 
tion for the abolition of sugar bountiea 
has been signed by representatives of 
most of the sugar-producing countries." 
Referring to the attempt of tho Soudan- 
ese to pusaess themselves of Suakin, tho 
speech says: "The besieging forces were 
dispersed by a brilliant military operation 
in which the Egyptian forces were sup- 
potted by tho British contingent. Aside 
from the trouble at Suakin, tho 
administration and economical pro- 
grosB of Egypt are satisfactory. 
An insurrection prevails in the dominions 
of the Sultan of Zanzibar, which is largely 
duo to the renewed vigor with which the 
slave traffic is carried on. 1 have joined 
tho Emperor of Germany in establishing 
a naval blockade in Zanzibar in order to 
prevent not only the exportation of slaves 
on tho East African coast at that point, 
but also tho importation of tho munitions 
of war. My Indian dominions have en- 
joyed general tranquility and prosperity 
during the past year." The speech con- 
cludes: "To the gentlemen of the com- 
mons: I thank you for tho liberal pro- 
vision you have mado for the service of 
tho state. My lord and gentlemen, 
tho measures which you have adopted, 
extending tho functions and improving 
tho machinery of local government, aro 
calculated to increase tho loyal attach- 
ment of tho poople to their institutions, 
and promote harmony. 1 trust that you 
will be ablo to promote tho successful 
working ordor of these changes in your 
several localities." 

Stanley's Sulely Confirmed. 

LONDON, Dec. 23.— The Sunday Times. 
of which Mr. Hatton, Stanley's intimate 
friend, is editor, says: "We have received 
despatches from two reliable sources which 
enahlo us tu stato almost absolutely that 
Stanley has arrived at Bangala on the 
Congo, and not at Bonalya on tho Aru- 
wila. as reported. One despatch states 
that Stanley, after a short stay with Emill, 
left him and returned to Bangala for tho 
purpose of obtaining cartridges and other 
supplies needed at Wadfilai. Having pro- 
cured these he again went to Wadolai. 
The second message simply conveys intel- 
ligence that Stanley relieved Emin, and 
is now on tho Congo collecting stores at 
various places by himself and Barttletot's 
party. Of tho latter only Ward and 
Conny remain. It is suggosted that 
Stanloy's homeward routo will be via 
Cjiji and Msala to Zanzibar. With this 
routo Stanley is perfectly familiar, as it 
is a route traversed by Doctor Living- 
stone and later by Stanley himself." 

The BuMlnn-Pcrslan Alliance Cmtrue. 

London, Doc. 24. — Tho Vienna corres- 
pondent of the Times states that the rumor 
of an alliance between Servia and Russia 
is untrue. He Bays tho Servian foreign 
minister denies thot there have been any 
negotiations for such alliance, which the 
minister says would bo contrary to King 
Milan's Policy. 

Supreme Court Official Read. 

London, Dec. 24. — Sir F. Pollock, min- 
ister of the supreme court of judicature, 
and Queen's remembrancer, is dead. 

llentb or Oliulinnt. 

London, Dec. 24. — Mr. Lawrence Oli- 
phant, tho author, died at the residence 
of Sir ( jhant Duff at Twickonhan this af- 
ternoon. 

.loli ti Bright Kapldly Improving. 

London, Dec. 24. — Tohn Bright is 
rapidly recovering. Ho was able to sit, 
in a chair for half an hour to-day. 

The Pope'B Temporal Power. 

Rome, Doc. 24. — The Pope to-day laid 
a de8p:itcli before tho sacrod college of 
cardinals. His Holiness thanked God 
for all the blessings of his jubilee. He 
affirmed with vehemenco his claim to 
temporal power, and rojectcd tho accusa- 
tion that he was the enoiny of Italy. He 
urged Catholics everywhere in the world 
to legally agitato tho question of tho su- 
premacy of the papal throne. The Pope 
deplored tho recent enactments of tho 
liberal party. The speech throughout was 
violent and bitter in tone. 

A Special Mission. 

Berlin, Doc. 24. — It is reported that 
Lieut. Wiseman has been entrusted with 
a special mission by a foreign ministry, 
which will necessitate his abandoning the 
leadership of the Emin relief oxpodition. 
Tho report lacks confirmation. Lieut. 
Wiseniann and Dr. Peters havo signed an 
agreement regarding their respective 
functions in tho Emin relief expedition. 

o'Keiiy Liberated. 

DUBLIN, Dee, 24.— James O'Kelly, jour- 
nalist and member of parliament who was 
sentenced to four months' imprisonment- 
fur making speeches inciting to intimida- 
tion and boycotting at Boylo, county Ros- 
common, was released from prison to-day. 
his term of imprisonment having expired. 

X French Election. 

Paris, Dec. 23. — In the election in tho 
department of Ardennes to-day, M. Leo- 
nard, opportunist, received 29,345 votes 
and M. Auffroy, conservative, 23,211. 

A Double Calamity. 

Paris, Doc. 23. — In Saigon, on Nov. 
20th, 700 houses out of tho 1,000 in the 
town, wore burnod, including tho post- 
office and moat of tho toniplcs. Soon 
after the flames woro extinguished the 
rivor Bwollud by the flood and burst its 
banks. It duatroyod several bridges and 
greatly damaged tho cropa. Tho double 
calamity has caused great misery.

New Orleans, Doc. 24. — A special to 
tho Picayune, from Grenville, Miss., says: 
Tho steamer Kate Adams, plying between 
Memphis and Arkansas City, was binned 
at 8:30 this morning near Commerce 
Landing, Miss., about forty miles south 
of Memphis, and three cabin boys and the 
second clerk, George Corbett, aro miss- 
ing. There was a largo number of pas- 
sengers on board, but all escaped. Thu 
tiro spread rapidly and there was a stam- 
pede and panic, but by good managi nieilt 
tho boat was run ashore in time for the 
passengers to get off safely. Alox. Harris, 
his wife and several children (colored) from 
Bolivar landing, are said to have been 
drowned while attempting to escapu on 
hales of cotton, which wero thrown over- 
board. Many other negroes escaped on 
tho bales. The cargo of cotton is a total 
loss. The boat was one of the best on 
tho rivor and was valued at $75,000. She 
was owned by Major Adams, of Little 
Rock. The origin of the lire is unknown. 
further particulars. 
Memphis, Dec 24. —The steamer Kate 
Adams was burned a few minutes before 
eight this morning near Commerce, Miss., 
and thirty out of two hundred people on 
board lost their lives. The boat left 
Helena at one o'clock this morning loaded 
to the guards. Besides 1,200 bales of cot- 
ton, the lower dock had lorty passengers, 
whilo one hundred passengers found 
quarters in tho cabin. Many were at 
breakfast when Peter's Island, 40 miles 
helow this city, was reached. Ten min- 
utes later, a column of smoke was dis- 
covered ascending out of the cotton piled 
on the bow, and tho crew rushed to the 
spot with buckets and hose. Tho first 
bale being tossed aside, disclosed

in the cotton below. An alarm was given 
and First Pilot Barton, who was at tho 
wheel, turned the bow of tho steamer 
towards the shore. Tho vessel burned 
like powder and in a flush the flames had 
taken possession of the forward part of 
tho cabin and spread along tho rails to- 
ward tho stem. The passengers rushed 
around in a state of panic, impossible for 
the officers to subdue. Many of them 
leaped overboard and wero drowned, 
while somo few of tho men succeeded in 
swimming to shore. Among the deck 
passengers the panic was, if anything, 
greater. Most of them were colored nion 
and upon tho approach of the fire they 
jumped into the river and only live suc- 
ceeded in making shoro. Among the 
leek passengers wero six colored women, 
and in attempting to rescue them 
second clork George Corbitr, lost his life. 
An attempt was mado to lower a yawl, 
bue in tho struggle to take possession 
of it,

and several poople drowned. Tho pilot 
remained at his post, though surrounded 
by flames and smoko, and soon had tho 
burning stearnor against tho bank. It 
was nono too soon, for already a score of 
people wero cut off and compelled to 
jump into tho river from the opposite 
»ido, and just how many were lost in this 
plunge is not known. About 150 half- 
drowned and partially burnod people woro 
landed from tho cabin saloon. Those bo- 
low had been cut off, and the loss of life 
was heavy. Tho majority were forced 
into the wator on tho sido of the boat 
where the wator was deep and the ~v~:._'. 
strong. Fortunately, thoro were

And children on board, dipt. Mort. R. 
Cheek, who was on tho hurricane deck, 
remained thoro giving his commands un- 
til the stage plank was safely lowered. 
Tho tiro by this time had spread all 
through tho cabin and ho was compelled 
to retreat to the rear and climbed over 
tho railing and descended to the cabin. 
As he was groping his way aft he stumbled 
and fell ovor somo chairs and lost all the 
valuables ho had secured, and 
it was with great difficulty that 
he succeeded in reaching the rear 
through thn blinding smoko and flames 
which filled tho cabin. Captain Cheek 
seized a life-preserver and placing it on 
Clork Blanker, helped him overboard into 
tho wator. Ho floated down the river 
about three miles before he was rescued 
by parties who had walked on shore and 
followed him down the river.

THE HOLIDAY TRADE. 

Christmas trado this year has boon ox- 
oollont. Merchants in all branches of 
business roport satisfactory sales, and 
thero is no complaining anywhere. In 
fact this year's sales exceed those of any 
previous Christmas. This is a good sign. 
It proves that there has been a largo in- 
reaso in population, and that peoplo gen- 
erally aro in easy circumstances. Owing to 
tho cessation of tho construction of public 
works, it was naturally thought at tho 
beginning of 1888 that trade would not bo 
satisfactory, but these apprehensions have 
boon proved to bo groundloss.as tho year's 
trado has far exceeded the anticipations 
of the most hopeful. Tho stores of tho 
city have been filled to overflowing with 
goods, but nearly all are now disposed of; 
>iud just here, it is but fair to remark that 
Victoria's retail stores will compare >in 
general appearance, variety and quality or 
stock, with thoso to bo found in any city of 
tho Dominion. Saturday and last night 
tho stroots and stores wore thronged, and 
it was with difficulty that pedestrians 
made their way through the crowd, and 
thero is no doubt that thousands to- 
day will bo made happy by tho gifts so 
freely purchased. 

A QUEBEC ELECTION. 

An olection that is going on in the 
County of Megantio, Quebec, is viewed 
with a good deal of interest in tho whole 
of Eastern Canada. The Protestants of 
Quebec have no representative in the 
government of tho Province. Mr. Mor- 
oeier, the Provincial Proinior, has more 
than once declared his wish to have a 
Protestant for a colleague. But no Pro- 
testant constituency has eloctod a sup- 
porter to his government, Tho desira- 
bility of having a representative of the 
religious minority in the government was 
s > great that Mr. Mercior offered a soat 
in his Cabinet to Col. Rhodes, a very 
worthy gentleman nnd a supporter of tho 
policy of the Government. Tho offer 
was accepted. The soat for tho County 
of Mogantic being vacant, Col. Rhodes, 
though not a resident, was prevailed upon 
to offer himself as a candidate in tho in- 
tjrostB of tho Government. It was ox- 
poctod by some that tho now Minister of 
Agriculture - would ho returned without 
opposition. Col. Rhodes being a sound 
Protestant, against whom, personally, no 
one had anything but good to say, it was 
thought that tho Conservative Party, in 
deference to what wvs represented as the 
wisli of the great bulk of tho Protestant 
population of tho ProTinoe, would allow 
him to bo returned by acclamation. But 
tho Quebec Conservatives did not seo fit 
to take this course, and so thoy have 
brought out a candidate to contest the 
soat with the new Minister. The contest 
ii likoly to bo a lively ono. But there 
are Protestant Conservatives in the Pro- 
vince and in the county who think that 
it would be a great pity for the Protes- 
tants to lose the representative in the 
Government to which their numbers en- 
title them and which their interests re- 
<|uiro for the sake of a barren political 
victory, for Mr. Mercior is strong enough 
to do without the seat for Megantio. Eor 
this reason, and because the candidate is 
already a member of the Government, it 
is expected that tho vote will not be on 
strict party lines, and that the National 
Party will have considerably the advan- 
tage of their opponents. Tho election 
takes place on the 27th. 



There are, happily, very few poor in 
this favored country. Still thero are 
some among us, who — whether it is their 
own fault or not is not to he enquired into 
at this happy season— aro destitute of the 
comforts and ovon many of tho necessar- 
ies oflife.

A kind word, a friendly greeting, a cor 
dial shake Of tho hand, any indication of 
kindness »nd sympathy, »re to him moat 
grateful, even if ho is not iu need of inii- 
tuial ms'sl.'tnco of ay kind. Int the 
stranger not bo forgotten in Victoria to- 



lowing instance of blind, uncliscrimirmting 
oliicialisni : — 

A, a Hamilton merchant, imported a 
caso of goods. He made entry, paid tho 
duty and received tho goods. When tho 
case was being opened, B, anothor mer- 
chant, entered, saying thoro wns an in- 
closuro in A'a caso. A enquired if ho had 
passed the goods. Ho replied that ho had 
not; ho had just received the invoico and 
notice that tho goods wore in A's case. 
He went to the custom house to pasB 
them, and tho rosult was that his goods 
woro seized and sold. Tho law against 
inclosures is very strict. It must bo vory 
strict or all sorts of frauds would be per- 
petrated. But surely some provision 
should bo made so that a man would not 
bo punished for being honest. 

Thcso instances, with hundreds of others 
that could bo adduced, bIiow that a Cus- 
toms Court should bo established, and 
that the customs laws should be amended. 



CUSTOMS REFORMS. 

The necessity for a reform in tho ad- 
ministration of the laws relating to Cus- 
toms is soon by inon of all parties. Tho 
tyranny and blind officialism of the Cus- 
toms Department are matters of general 
complaint. The maxim which that De- 
partment seems to act upon is that all 
men are rogues until they are found to be 
honest, Tho indignities which honest 
merchants have to suffer at the hands of 
the Custom House officials are very hard 
to bear, and their stupid practice in car- 
rying out a rulo, no matter under what 
circumstances it iB violated, is most ag- 
gravating. Tho decisions recently made 
by the Supreme Court prove that in its 
interpretation of tho law, and in its way 
of carrying it out, tho Department is 
liable to make vory serious mistakes, and 
those to the injury of tho honest trader. 
The decision in the Ayer ease is familiar 
to all. By that decision tho public are 
compelled to pay a firm, whose dealings 
with the Custom House were in perfect 
good faith, a very considerable sum in 
compensation for injury done and for law 
costs. A decision which tho samo court 
camo to a few days ago, shows that in its 
dealings with tho trading community the 
Customs Department is liable not only to 
misinterpret the law, but to commit 
blunders which aro an outrage on c ni- 
iniiii sense. The facts, as related by the 
Toronto Mail, are theso : 

Tho patentee of an automatic sprinkler 
— an affair for extinguishing fires in fac- 
tories and otlices- was compelled under 
tho Patent Act to manufacture tho ma- 
chine in Canada. He therefore imported 
the parts and proceeded to put thorn to- 
gether. When importing he submitted 
tho parts to the customs appraiser and ex- 
plained them to him. The appraiser val- 
ued them for duty and tho duty as de- 
manded wus paid. After doing ovory- 
thing thus openly the importer might 
reasonably have thought himself safe from 
further molestation. But tho officials 
found that tho complete sprinkler was 
worth more than tho disconnected parts, 
This was not extraordinary, for a patented 
article usually sells for more than the ma- 
terials out of which it is mado. The de- 
partment, however, scented fraud, and 
upon this suspicion took possession of the 
importer's entire stock of sprinklers, thus, 
as in the Ayurcuse, stopping tho business. 
In the supreme court, to which the case 
has boon carried, thu action of thu depart- 
ment has boon condemned. Tho court 
holds that tho explanations given by tho 
importer to tho customs olticials show that 
thoie wob no intention to defraud the 
rovt'imo. All tho seized goods aro to bo 
returned, and tho country in all pioba- 
bility will have to pay tho damages sus- 
tained by tho firm through this unjust 
interference with its business. -

Ho had appropriated the 
literal moaning of the third command- 
ment.

A KLEPTOMANIAC 

Carries Away Goods at Various Times to the 
Extent or Over 9100 and Buries 
Them In His Garden— Caught 
Bed-handed.

I ainieson, proprietor of tho well- 
known book-store adjoining the poatoffico, 
has boon missing books from tho store, 
their mysterious disappearance leading to 
tho suspicion that it was ono of his cus- 
tomers, a man of good social standing and 
hitherto uniinpoachod character, who was 
helping himself to the stock. A watch 
was sot upon the suspected customer and 
a few evenings ago ho was soon to pocket 
a couple of small volumes while making 
somo purchase in tho store. As he was 
going out, ono of tho clerks politely in- 
formed him thnt Mr. Jamioson would like 
to sco him in tho office. Suspecting 
nothing, he entered the office and was ac- 
cused of tho theft of a large number of 
books which had boon missed from time 
to time. Indignantly denying thochargo 
ho was about to leave the office, when 
his latest theft was produced from his 
pocket and ho then acknowledged to 
helping himself to tho volumes found on 
him, but emphatically denied ever steal- 
ing before.
